American Flies the Atlantic. 


Lieutenant Commander Keat], born 


in Lynn, a little Xcw Hampshire vil- 
lage on the Connecticut River. Mar. 
^Q. 3-SS7. and a graduate of the Xaval 
Academy a; Annapolis, has complet- 
ed his occaTi flight across the Atlan- 
tic. The distance from Trepossey, 
Xcw Foundland, to Lisbon. Portugal, 
was 2350 miles made in three hops, 
covering 26 hours and 47 minutes, 
gives America the honor of the first 
flight over the Atlantic. The NC-4 
in its flight covered a much longer 
distance and the plncky commander 
stuck to his job notwithstanding the 
forced landing at Chatham in Mas- 
sachusetts. When 
he 
lands 
at 


Plymouth, England, he will have 
covered a total flight of over jcoo 
miles.

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Air Current to Grade Coal. 


An interesting method of grading: 


fine coal by means of an air current 
Is in use at an English colliery. The 
coal Is delivered to the washery by a 
bucket elevator and discharged onto 
shaking screens. The grading appa- 
ratus is fixed Immediately over the 
delivery chute of the elevator, tha 
mixed coal allowed to flow over a 
hinged weir plate. Immediately under 
this plate Is an orifice through which 
a powerfnl current of air is drawn 
by means of a centrifugal fan. The 
size of the opening is capable of ad- 
justment by means of a sliding plate. 
The passing stream of coal is brought 
nearer to or kept farther from the 
section by adjusting the hinged well 
plate, so that any desired proportion 
of small coal can be drawn off. A 
deflecting plate is fitted into the re- 
ceiver, whlrb serves to throw- the 
larger pletvs of coal to the bottom; 
the fine dust, passing with the air 
through the fan. is finally collected In 
cyclone separators.

the nearest mosque to bathe five times 
a day. As many times a day also 
from the minarets of mosques the 
tr.uer.zins are reminding the natives of 
the approaching festival, and that "God 
Is great, there Is no God but God, and 
Mohammed Is his prophet. Come to 
Prayer." 


Howling dervishes are dancing In 


the mosque near the Square of Sutten 
Hasan, while devout Moslems are en- 
gaged In eventide prayer on their 
housetops. Water carriers are on the 
way to the yellow Nile for water, or 
are bearing wine in their goatskins the 
same as in Biblical times, while aged 
men in the mosques are appareled ex- 
actly as in Abraham's day. 


The streets are filled with soldiers, 


while thousands of civilians attend the 
ceremonial held in the sacred prophet- 
ic inclosure in the great square near 
the citadel. The enclosure is a pyra- 
midal wooden structure covered with 
embroidered stuffs emblazoned with 
gold embroidery and quotations from 
the Koran.

When estimating the financial abil- 


ity of • nation to make war a consid- 
eration of her wealth does not tell the 
•tory. Just as • consideration of popu- 
lation, which would give Russia the 
first place, would be altogether false. 
It Is the ability a nation has to master 
and mobilize her dollars and send 
them Into the trenches and make them 
ft«ht, that reveals her financial power 
as • military nation. Germany, with 
her long preparation, her autocratic 
government machinery, was able to 
conscript all production for war pur- 
poses, and mass her economic strength 
almost as speedily as she massed her 
fighting 
men. 


Great Britain and the United States, 


not being versed in the science of war 
did not understand this factor. The | 
economic resources of these countries 
were not mobilized and massed all at 
once, but each government was forced 
to take over more and more of the ma- 
chinery of production as war needs 
became increasingly great These two 
countries, with bulldog, but mistaken, 
determination, clung to the slogan, 
"Business as usual," as long as it was 
possible to do so. The business men 
of those countries believed that so long 
as there was plenty of money in circu- 
lation every one would be able to 
turn to. buy government bonds and 
thu-s assist in the business of war. But 
this fallacy is akin to the common one 
of mistaking dollars for wealth. 


The co«t of the \\ar, a* nearly as it 


can be estimated in monej, shows the 
national debt which each belligerent 
now earner ranges from 4.6 per cent 
of the national -wealth (in Japan) to 
SO per cent of tee national wealth (in 
Hungary). How these staggering lia- 
bilities -Are to be met i* the problem 
for the future; but the Uuued States, 
v. ith a debt amounting to 6 per cent 
of her national wealth of S250.000.000.- 
000, is in the favored position undoubt- 
edly, facing unprecedented possibilities 
in credit expansion.
